Hanlin Papers. Essays on the Intellectual 
‘Life of the Chiness. - By W. A. P. 
Martin, D.D., LL.D., President of the 
Tungwen College, Peking. London, 
Trabner &°Oo.; Shanghai, Kelly and 
Walsh,.1880. * 
Harlin, or the “‘ Forest of Pencils,” is the 
naine-of the highest-literary_order in China: 
The nome was first given to a Bociety of 
Beholars employed by the Emperor as. his 
scribes (about A.D, 713); and, at the present 
day, the Hanlin Academy, in Peking, Dr. 
Martin tolls. us, js ‘one of the pivots of the 
Empire, and _the very centro of its literary 
activity.” Why this bigh-sounding ‘title 
should he given howevor to a collection of 
papers embracing such subjects as elemen- 
tary education, the three Religions, Al- 
chemy, Chinese Fables, and Reuaissance in 
Chine, is not very apparont, Perhaps the 
best rengon that can be given is that it is 
more high-sounding than “T'ungwen,” the 
namo of the college over which the author 
presides.
